A long-cherished dream will 
become a reality Sunday for 
the many Baptist students at 
UT-Martin when official dedi¬ 
catory ceremonies are held for 
the new Baptist Student Cen¬ 
ter. The center is located on 
Hurt Street at the southeast 
corner of the campus. 

The building faces north 
and is of Southern colonial 
style. It i s constructed of 
brick and block on a concrete 
slab floor and has a combin¬ 
ation hip and flat roof. Heat¬ 
ing is by a central gas unit 
using ceramic tile ducts i n 
the floor. 

As one enters the main 
door, he finds himself in a 
large assembly room which 
runs east and west. At the 
west end of the room is a 
stage. The loom is about 82 
by 30 and will be used f^r 
both religious and recreation¬ 
al purposes. 

At the east end of the room 
is a hall running east. Im¬ 
mediately off the hall to the 
right is a large and well-equip¬ 
ped kitchen, with facilities for 
serving both large and small 
groups. Feature of the kitch¬ 
en is a huge gas range with 
six large burners and an en¬ 
ormous griddle. The kitchen 
also contains a refrigerator, 
a stainless steel sink, and 


numerous built-in cabinets. 
There is also a serve-through 
counter to the assembly room. 

Around the hall and to the 
north are living quarters for 
two boys, who will be care¬ 
takers for the building. The 
quarters consist of a large 
bedroom, private bath, and 
closets. Honor of being the 
first college students to serve 
as caretaker goes to two 
sophomores, Harry Clift o f 
Newbem and Robert Galligan 
of Manchester. 

A hall running north and 
south branches off from the 
hall earlier mentioned. Off 
of this hall at the far east end 
of the building are three stor¬ 
age rooms and two rest rooms. 

Returning to the assembly 
room, one passes through a 
door at the west end and ent- j 
ers what surely will be the 
most popular single room of 
the new center—a large, spac¬ 
ious and most attractive 
lounge. The lounge runs

(ACP)—Lunch counter sit- 
down strikes still are attract¬ 
ing widespread attention i n 
the college press. Taking the 
position that Negro strikers 
have lost ground in the South 
is a by-lined story by Griffin 
Smith of the Rice Institute 
(Tex.) THRESHER: 

“As the smoke gradually 
clears from the blaze of Neg¬ 
ro sit-down strikes at lunch 
counters across the South, one 
fact stands out more solidly 
than ever; the Negroes, fight¬ 
ing for ‘rights’ which they in 
truth have no claim to, have 
lost support among moderates 
in the South and have done 
themselves more harm than 
good. 

“For every victory the sit- 
downers have achieved, as in 
Galveston and San Antonio, 
there has been a correspond¬ 
ing defeat.

The freshman initiation this 
year was somewhat of a 
change over the past years, 
and only a small minority of 
students were not too coopera¬ 
tive, according to reports. 

“In general, I think the stu¬ 
dents were very co-operative 
during the initiation, and 
there was a definite improve¬ 
ment over the past two years,” 
said student personnel officer 
Horace B. Smith. 

Almost all forms of “haz¬ 
ing” have been omitted, since 
the University feels that UT¬ 
MB is large enough to dis¬ 
pense with all forms of “haz¬ 
ing” and only be concerned 
with formal initiation. A 
large majority of students 
and faculty members agree 


be emotionally stable enough 
io stand up under the general 
procedures. 

This year the girls’ initia¬ 
tion was quite different from 
that of previous years.

of the upperclass girls feel 
that the freshmen should con¬ 
tinue to wear their beanies, 
since the freshmen lost the 
tug-of-war, .which some say 
was held to determine wheth¬ 
er the freshmen would con¬ 
tinue to wear their beanies 
until half-time of the Home¬ 
coming game. 

Others feel that the ones 
that “couldn’t take it,” with 
the exception of the extreme¬ 
ly rough treatment, were emo¬ 
tionally unstable and needed 
to be able to adjust them 
selves to the changes which 
are inevitable in college and 
in life. 

Many also feel that the initi¬ 
ation is carried out in a spirit 
of fun and that the students 
should feel that it is not some 
thing being done to them per¬ 
sonally. Some think that 
many failed to recognize the 
“good” in initiation—that it 
enables freshmen to become 
better acquainted with each 
other and with the upperclass 
men. 

Some viewed the girls’ in¬ 
itiation as being too lenient, 
and the boys’ as being more 
“civilized.” 

On the whole, though, from 
various reports, the students 
seemed to agree that the in¬ 
itiation was much more “dig¬ 
nified” and in accordance 
with the rules and regulations 
set up by the Student-Faculty 
Board and The All-Students 
Association.
